need for breathing purposes, and as I 
a result a new method has been de- 
veloped for the cure of such respira- 
tory conditions as tuberculosis. 
The process involves the entire col- 
lapse of the lung in the chest cavity. 
Its technical term is "artificial pneu- 
mothorax." 


Pneumothorax was coined in 1803 


to describe the presence of air in the 
chest cavity outside the lung. Through j 
use of the X-ray, many such condi- 
tions have been discovered. 


Around 1822 a Scotch doctor found 


that he could cause a lung to collapse 
by7 putting air into the chest cavity 
outside the lung.

While, the method is relatively sim- 


ple, naturally. some dangers are asso- 
ciated with it. One of these dangers 
Is that the needle used to inject the 
air may get into the blood vessel and 
produce what is known as a, gas em- 
bolus. 


Such an embolus, getting into one 


of the blood vessels, might reach the 
brain or the heart and produce a most 
serious condition. However, it is pos- 
sible to guard against this complica- 
tion. In fact, such an accident has 
been found to occur only five times 
in 20,000 cases. 


The chief value of this method is, 


of course, to rest a lung that is dis- 
eased by collapsing over a certain 
period of time. Because we 
have 


much more lung tissue than we need, 
the collapsing of a lung or a part of a 
lung is not likely to have a serious 
result on our breathing. 


•There are, however, certain types 


of cases in which it would be more 
serious than in others—namely, cases 
t>f severe heart disease and of asthma. 


It has long been known that strict 


rest in bed is one of the most impor- 
tant forms of treatment for those who 
have tuberculosis. The collapsing of 
the lung is v superior to rest in bed, 
because it rests the lung completely. 


When you realize that the average 


person breathes about 25,000 times a 
day, you can rest the afflicted lung 
actually gets when it stops breathing. 


The good results that have been se- 


cured in this type of treatment de- 
pend largely on the intelligence with 
which the method is used. 


Today the method is tried not only 


in adults, but in children and in very 
aged people. It serves to a consider- 
able extent to stop the spread of tu- 
berculosis, because it closes up cavi- 
ties and prevents the organisms from 
getting into the sputum.

More Litigation Due 


According to information gathered 


here, he handed his lawyers $2,000,000 
at the time he was forced out of the 
Fox organization and told them to 
start the fight which reached its cli- 
max in the recent supreme court de- 
cision. 


However, the supreme court simply 


upheld the validity of the patents. It 
made no mention of ownership. And 
now there seems to be some doubt 
as to the ownership of those patents. 


Fox Film has sued Fox, claiming 


that he secured the patents while he 
was president of that corporation and 
therefore should hove relinquished 
them with his other holdings. 


In nil probability it will require 


nearly two years, what with appeals 
to higher courts and all that, to fight j 
this legal battle. Film

here are generally of the opinion that 
Fox will amcrge the winner. 


But the suit will serve to ddloy pro- 


ceedings for the collection of back 
royalties, since little can be accom- 
plished in this direction until owner- 
ship of the patents is definitely es- 
tablished. 


It Will Be a Long Battle 


In case the former movie magnate 


should go ahead with his other suits, 
pending a decision of the suit filed 
against him by Fox Film, there is no 
doubt that the studio will seek an in- 
junction prohibiting him from receiv- 
ing any money until a final decision 
has been rendered on the pont of own- 
ership.

cept Less for Cotton 


Exemptions 


The U. S. collector of internal rev- 


enue, Homer M. Adkins, Little Rock, 
says; 


Unfortunately farmers are disposing 


of their surplus exemption certificates 
at ridiculous low prices 
when they 


should get a minimum of four cents 
per pound of lint cotton. 
, T'here is a great demand for surplus 
exemption eertificatss in the National 
Pool for the specified purpose of help- 
ing the farmers dispose of their sur- 
plus exemption certificates at four 
cents por pound. 


We are continually getting reports 


thai farmers are disposing of surplus 
exemption certificates at one or two 
cents per pound in adjoining counties, 
which is a distinct violation of the 
regulations of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment. 
All surplus exemption 
cer- 


tificates must be exchanged and a 
record made in the County Agent's of- 
fice or disposed of through the Na- 
tional Pool. If for any reason these 
certificates are purchased at a di- 
cliculously low price and not through 
proper channels they are sure to be 
questioned and those accepting or buy- 
ing certificates should be positive they 
are handled strictly in accordance 
with regulations.

Text: Galatians 5:13:26 


The International Uniform Sunday 


School Lesson for November 11.

Editor of Advance 


The Sunday of this lesson is Arm- 


istice day, and it is fitting that the 
lesson should stress the deepest prob- 
lem that confronts the Christian cit- 
izen—the problem of ridding the world 
of war. 


The topic in its wording stresses 


very accurately the 
nature of this 


problem. 
The topic 
is, "Thinking 


Peace Instead of War." 


That puts the mphasis in the right 


place, for we can never abolish war 
and strife until people everywhere are 
thinking peace. "As a man thinketh 
in his heart, so is he." 


If a man's thoughts are of war-and 


j strife, or of the profit that he can 
I make from war materials or %var sit- 


uations, his influence and example are 
going to be for war instead of peace; 
and when 
he is 
representative o£ 


thousands, or even millions, o£ citizens 
like himself, a nation's thinking and 
attitude provide a constant menace to 
peace. 


The trouble with the world today is 


that in every country there are too 
many citizens of this sort. And a 
further trouble is that the profes- 
sing Christian citizen is sometimes 
indistinguishable in 
these 
matters 


from the sheerest pagan. 


If we are going to establish a world 


of peace and destroy this demon of 
war, we must get at the springs of 
thought and action. It is not merely 
a statesman's problem; it is a problem 
for the Christian and for the Chris- 
tian church . 


The lesson has been wisely chosen 


to emphasize these things. What the 
lesson says concerning individuals and 
their relationships is true of nations. 


"If ye bite and devour one another, 


take heed that ye be not consumed 
one of another." Is not that precisely 
what has happened in history among 
warring nations and peoples? War 
has again and agin proved s destruc- 
tive of the victor as of the vanquished. 


Equally applicable is the teaching 


of the lesson concerning the elemental 
sins and vices and the elemental vir- 
tues. Hate, sedition, moral unclean- 
ness, drunkenness, all these have been 
the accompaniments of war and strife. 


On the contrary, peace is associated 


| with all the highest virtues. It has its 
! true and abiding basis in love. 
' 
In a world where there is so much 


incentive to strife, peace is inevitably 
associated with long-suffering and pa- 
tience. There can be no peace where 
there is not high culture and gentle- 
ness of spirit. 


The tatk of destroying war and up- 


building peace is the task of destroy- 
ing evil and upbuilding goodness. How 
much of the world's burden and trag- 
edy of war would have been avoided, 
if the nations have taken as their prc- 
cept and followed it, ''Let us not be 
dttirous of vain glory, provoking one 
another, envying one another." 


We study this lesson in a world 


strangely torn with conflicting pas- 
sions and ambitions. The world in- 
ternationally is like a seething cald- 
ron which any moment may boil over 
with ils poisonous mess. 


But there is hope. 
More people 


'are studying pence and thinking peace 
than ever before. Let us have faith 
and let us attack with faith the pow- 
ers of darkness and violence.

Labor Also Must Be 


"Responsible" 


WASHINGTON — (/p) — Secretary 


Roper Wednesday 
night 
demanded 


protection for the worker who chooses 
not to strike and urged that labor, 
as well as capital, be held strictly ac- 
countable to the public for its actions 
and policies. 


"If we wish to exercise the right of 


not working, that is to strike, this right 
should be safeguarded," 
he said in 


the Washington Star's national radio 
forum. "But in so doing we should 
defend the right not to strike, that is 
the right to work without molesta- 
tion. 


"In the relationships which develop 


between employer and employe it is 
mandatory upon both employers and 
employes to live up to their part of 
the agreements determined upon. Each 
must be justas responsible to the pub- 
lic and must be held to just as strict 
accountability as the other."

administration assurances that emerg-
